{To accompany 8S. Res. 198} 


The Committee on Rules and Administration, to whom was referred 
the resolution (S. Res. 198) increasing the limit of expenditures by 
the Committee on the Judiciary relating to the internal security of 
the United States, having considered same, report favorably thereon 
with amendments, and recommend that the resolution, as amended, 
be agreed to. 

The resolution was amended by the Committee on Rules and Admin- 
istration in two instances, as follows: 

On line 4, strike out “$195,000” and insert “$117,000” 

On line 10, strike out “January 31, 1953” and insert “June 30, 
1952”’. 

Extending the investigation 6 months into 1952 at the present 
rate of monthly expenditures will give the Committee on the Judiciary 
adequate opportunity to show progress and completion on the par- 
ticular phases of the investigation on internal security now pending 
before it. 

The amended amount will provide sufficient funds to carry on that 
committee’s work until the fixed date.

Thus several hundred people have been interviewed rst 
whose testimony appears reliable and possible of confirmation are asked to appea 
before the subcommittee It has been necessary at times to call back a witness 
who has already testified in order to corroborate or provide further informatio 
on a point brought out bv another witnes ; 

The subcommittee has frequently made preparations for witnesses and sub- 
penaed them, only to find that the witness could not appear du » illness or sol 
other justifiable reason 

In addition to the vast amount of researe vork done on the files subps ! 
from the Institute of Pacifie Relations, numerous pamphlets, books, and corre- 
spondence have been studied and evaluated Members of the staff have inter 
viewed a great number of callers at the offic many of whom have provided 
excellent leads on various matters 

The subcommittee has so far printed and distributed three reports One w: 
on subversive infiltration in the telegraph industry The subcommittee had 1,000 
copies of this report printed and this supply was almost immediately exha 
It is interesting.that sine that time over 500 hav r ved ( 
acknowledged.
